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Sir : 
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It is respectfully requested that the present 
Continuation-In-Part application be accepted under the 
provisions of 37 C.F.R. 1.47(a), even though the second listed 
inventor, namely Sudhir CHOWDHURY, has refused to sign the 
application papers . 

In support of this petition, there is submitted herewith 
a declaration of Mr. Anders LINDGREN, the foreign Patent agent 
having knowledge of the facts surrounding Mr. CHOWDHURY' s 
refusal to sign the application papers. In his declaration, 
Mr. LINDGREN declares that on October 22, 2001 he sent a 
complete copy of the specification, claims, and drawings of

LINDGREN 1 s declaration, to date, Mr. CHOWDHURY has not 
responded by mail, although his wife called Mr. LINDGREN and 
indicated that due to a dispute between her husband and the 
Assignee, Mr. CHOWDHURY would not sign any documents. 

In view of the above facts, and accompanying 
documents, it is respectfully requested that the above- 
identified application be accepted under the provisions of 37 
C.F.R. 1.47(a), even though the second-listed inventor has 
refused to sign.
